The Executive Force Review Committee (EFRC) consisting of Commanders 
Buddy Goldman, Bobby Denham, and Ralph Webb met and reviewed the above 
case. 


FORCE POLICY RELATING TO INCIDENT: 

Law Enforcement officers may use deadly force in self-defense or in the defense 
of others, only when they reasonably believe death or serious physical injury is 
about to be inflicted upon themselves or others. 


FINDINGS: 


A deputy was advised of a reckless driver in the area of the 91 Freeway. He 
observed a truck matching the description being driven recklessly. 
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He attempted a traffic stop, but the driver (suspect) of the truck failed to yield and 
a slow speed pursuit was initiated. The rear windows of the truck were blacked 
out (tinted). After a short distance, the suspect entered an alleyway and 
stopped. While being ordered to exit the truck at gunpoint, the suspect was non- 
complaint, yelling obscenities, and shouting that he was disabled. The suspect 
picked up an item and held it up to the window. Believing the suspect had armed 
himself with a firearm, the deputy fired two rounds at the suspect prior to the 
deputy's weapon malfunctioning. 


Assisting deputies arrived and continued to order the suspect to show his hands. 
Again, the suspect was non-complaint, yelling obscenities, and indicated he was 
disabled. At this point, the suspect raised a second object toward the windows. 
Believing it was a sawed off shotgun, two deputies fired at the suspect. A third 
deputy, who was taking cover on the passenger side of the lead patrol car, also 
fired at the suspect. 


Shortly after the second shooting incident, the suspect held a bloody hand out 
the window. In order to gain control of the suspect and render medical aid, an 
arrest team was formed and took control of the suspect. It was later determined 
the object held by the suspect which resulting in the first shooting was a 
handicap placard. The suspect held up a portion of a wheel chair, (black 
aluminum with duct tape around the handle) which resulted in the second 
shooting incident. 


The EFRC determined the force used against the perceived armed and 
dangerous suspect was reasonable, necessary, and justified. 


The EFRC deemed as Founded the allegation that the tactics used by Deputy 
Vincent Ortiz were in violation of the Department's Manual of Policy and 
Procedures, Section(s) 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards (specifically 
pertaining to, 5-06/105.00, Tactical Incidents), on or about February 26, 2012, 
while on duty Deputy Ortiz failed to conform to the work standards established for 
his position as a patrol deputy, when he failed to employ sound tactical principles 
and engage a threat in the safest manner during a tactical dilemma which 
evolved into a deputy involved shooting incident as evidenced by, but not limited 
to the following: 


A. Failing to identify and use appropriate cover or concealment, and/or place 
himself in a tactical position of advantage, and/or safe location during a 
deputy involved shooting, and/or; 


B. Failing to independently verify and identify an immediate threat to his 
safety and or those in the immediate vicinity before discharging his 
handgun, and/or;

C. Failing to exercise and display proficiency in the handling of his handgun, 
and/or accurately using his handgun and acquiring target acquisition 
during a deputy involved shooting. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 


The EFRC recommended Deputy Vincent Ortiz E ESG a three (3) day 
suspension. The EFRC also recommended Deputy Ortiz attend the eight-hour 
Tactics and Survival training (TAS |), the eight-hour Basic Tactical Communications 
class, the eight-hour LIFE class, and the eight-hour Perishable Skills (firearms) 
training. 


Additionally, the EFRC recommended the unit commander, Captain Merrill E. 
Ladenheim, conduct a tactical debriefing with all personnel involved regarding 
the unique circumstances of this incident. The tactical debriefing is to include 
items related to vehicle pursuit radio communications, force prevention policies, 
and use of deadly force.

Internal Affairs Bureau Acting Lieutenant Carlos Flores, and Sergeants Dinah Grote and 
Laura Haynes, responded to the Command Post located at 16700 Norwalk Boulevard, 
in the city of Cerritos, where a deputy-involved, hit shooting had occurred. 


Upon our arrival, we learned that Deputy as involved in a vehicle 
pursuit of a reckless drunk driver, Suspect Eduardo Armas. At the terminus of the 


pursuit, ect Eduardo Armas refused to show his hands. He turned back toward 
Deputy nd pointed a dark square object, which resembled a handgun, out his 
window at him. In fear, Deputy ll rec two rounds at the suspect. 


Several assisting units arrived. After numerous commands and refusal by the suspect 
to place his hands out his window, again the suspect raised a long, black object that 
resembled a shotgun or rifle barrel, and turned back toward the deputies. In fear, 
Deputies I Miche! Espinosa, and Vincent Ortiz fired rounds at the suspect. After 
gaining cooperation from the suspect, he was extracted from his vehicle and 
handcuffed. 


Homicide Detectives Kevin Lloyd and Frederick Morse were also present and handled 
the crime scene. Attorney Cindy Hernandez of the Office of Independent Review was 
also notified and responded. 


Suspect Armas was transported via ambulance to a local hospital for his gunshot 
wounds where he was listed in stable condition. There were no deputy personnel 
injuries. 
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A/Lieutenant Carlos Flores checked to see that Watch Commander, Lieutenant Eric 
Lindblom, took reasonable steps to ensure that the involved and witness personnel did 
not discuss the incident among themselves or with uninvolved persons prior to being 
interviewed by the assigned investigators, and that the involved and witness personnel 
did not collectively consult with their attorney or representative. 


In addition, A/Lieutenant Flores checked to see if the watch commander attempted to 
have involved and witness personnel gather in the company of a supervisor =a 
ntil they have provided a statement to the assigned investigators. 


SYNOPSIS: 

On February 26, 2012, at approximately 1926 hours, Lakewood Sheriff's Station desk 
personnel received a 9-1-1 call from a citizen advising that a drunk driver in a black 
pick-up truck was swerving in the lanes on the 91 Freeway. The citizen continued to 
say the drunk driver hit the side of the road and then exited the freeway at Pioneer 
Boulevard, going in an unknown direction. The citizen was unable to provide a vehicle 
license plate number. 


Lakewood Station desk personnel transferred the 9-1-1 caller to the California Highway 
Patrol and then sent out a Mobil Digital Terminal message to all Lakewood units who 
were logged onto a terminal advising of the above information. 


Deputy EE responded toward the area west bound on Artesia Boulevard 
from Norwalk Boulevard when he saw a dark green truck traveling east on Artesia 
Boulevard from Pioneer Boulevard at a high rate of speed. The truck then drove over 
the raised concr median and failed to stop for the red traffic light at Elaine 
Avenue. pen. lll up to the vehicle in the left turn lane on Artesia 
Boulevard to north bound Norwalk Boulevard. He saw the suspect's vehicle wheels 
spin out in place, which caused smoke from the tires. 


When the turn signal turned green, the suspect turned north bound onto Norwalk 
Boulevard. Deputy activated his emergency lights to conduct a traffic stop, but 
the vehicle continued to travel at slow speeds in the number two lane of north bound 
Norwalk Boulevard traffic, failing to yield. 


At this point, Deputy [broadcasted over his radio to the Sheriffs Communication 
Center (SCC) and requested emergent radio transmissions regarding his pursuit of a 
reckless drunk driver as it continued into the city of Cerritos. Cerritos Station patrol unit 
Deputy Jessica Loney arrived and became the secondary unit as the pursuit traversed 
into an alley where the suspect vehicle came to a stop, less than a mile from the 
initiation. 
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Deputy {stopped his patrol car behind the suspect vehicle and Deputy Loney 
stopped her vehicle parallel to his vehicle on his right side. Deputy eld the 
suspect at gunpoint and gave commands to the suspect to place his hands outside the 
window, while Deputy Loney handled radio transmissions. The suspect would put one 
hand out the window, pull it back and put the other hand out. The suspect yelled out, 
“Fuck you. I’m disabled, fuck you,” and refused to place both hands outside his window. 


As Deputy EE waited for additional units to arrive, Suspect Armas turned to his left 
and raised a dark black or blue colored, square object that was rounded at the top, up to 
the window. Believing it was a gun, Depu ired two consecutive rounds at the 
suspect's body. After firing at the suspect, handgun malfunctioned and he 
conducted a tactical magazine exchange as Deputies Michael Espinosa and Vincent 
Ortiz arrived. 


Deputies Hie Espinosa stood behind the Deputy fi opened driver's door 
and yelled commands to Suspect Armas to place his hands out the window; he still did 
not comply and yelled profanities at the deputies and said he was disabled. Deputy 
Ortiz took a position at the front passenger's side door of Draper's vehicle and 
discovered it was locked. Switching his handgun to his left hand, Ortiz grabbed his car 
keys to unlock the door. 


As Ortiz was doing this, Deputies He. Espinosa saw the suspect holding a large 
object in front of him with both hands. Deputies could see that the object had duct tape 
on the handle. The suspect then turned toward the deputies with this object in his 
hands and began to point it at them. Believing the suspect had armed himself with a 
sawed-off shotgun and fearing for their safety, Deputies Espinosa and irc: their 
weapons. 


Deputy Ortiz heard the gunfire and fired two rounds from his left hand at the suspect. 
He then switched back to his right hand, and fired several more rounds. The gunfire 
stopped when the suspect dropped the object. 


Because the suspect’s rear cab window was dark-tinted and he was still not cooperating 
with deputies, Sergeant Joseph Fleischmann directed Deputy Jeffrey Rabideaux to use 
the ARWEN (Anti-Riot Weapon Enfield) to break out the back window. Two of the four 
ARWEN rounds struck the back window, creating two large holes. 


After the shooting, it was apparent the suspect had been struck by the gunshots 
because he began to cooperate and placed his hands out his window as instructed. 
Sergeant Fleischmann formulated an arrest team to extract the suspect. Between 
Deputies Espinosa and Ortiz, the suspect was pulled from the driver's side of 
the vehicle and placed on the ground where he was searched and handcuffed. 
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In a search, no weapon was recovered. However, it appeared the initial dark object was 
a handicap placard. The large black object was a wheelchair with duct tape wrapped 
around the arms, which the suspect stated he uses when he gets tired. 


Suspect Armas sustained a gunshot wound to his right shoulder, left cheek and right 
forearm. He was transported to UC Irvine Medical Center where he was listed in critical 
condition. Toxicology reports indicated that the suspect had a blood alcohol level (BAC) 
of .18 and he had cocaine in his system and opiates. 


After the incident, eleven expended .45 caliber shell casings and 22 expended 9mm 
shell casings were recovered at the scene. One live .45 caliber round was also 
recovered at the scene. For further regarding the shooting, refer to the Homicide case 
book, presented in Volume 2 - Exhibit A, of this case book. 


Criminal charges of felony resisting, driving under the influence, and evading arrest | 
were filed against Suspect Armas. His next court date is scheduled for May 3, 2013. | 


At the time of this writing, no letter of opinion has been received from the Justice 
System Integrity Division (JSID) of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office.

INVESTIGATORS’ OBSERVATIONS: 

The shooting occurred in a north-south alleyway within a condominium complex that 
has both single-story and two-story residences. On the west side of the alleyway is 
Judy Way and on the east side is Cedarwood Court. On the north side of the alley isa 
“T” intersection with an east/west alley, just south of Cuesta Drive. On the south side of 
the alley is Rancho Vista Drive, which is an east/west roadway. The suspect stopped in 
the alleyway facing south between the residences of Bucy Way and | 
Cedarwood Court. The alleyway is approximately 30 feet wide and allows for one north 
and one south bound vehicle to drive unobstructed. 


There was a patrol vehicle (#SD5539) parked behind the suspect vehicle and one patrol 
vehicle (#$D6201) parked west of and adjacent to vehicle SD5539. Parked behind 
vehicle SD6201 was patrol vehicle #SD6098. For the complete description of the 
scene, refer to the Homicide case book, Volume 2 - Exhibit A, pages 78-79 and/or a 
copy of the condominium schematic on page 148. 
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WEAPONS USED BY DEPUTY PERSONNEL: 
Deputy [carried a ment-approved .45 caliber, Sig Sauer, Model 220, semi- 
automatic pistol, MEE with .45 auto caliber ammunition, and an attached 
flashlight. Deputy arried his weapon with 8 rounds in the magazine and one in 
the chamber. During the shooting, he fired 11 rounds. Following the shooting, Deputy 
handgun was recovered. He had one live round in the chamber and seven live 
rounds in the magazine. On Deputy Hes trained and authorized 
to carry the Sig Sauer handgun. Previous to this shooting, he qualified with this firearm 
on For further, refer to his Weapons, Shooting, and Training

Deputy Espinosa carried a Department-issued 9mm Luger caliber, Beretta, Model

chamber. During the incident, he fired 14 rounds. Following the shooting, Deputy 
Espinosa’s handgun was recovered. He had one live round in the chamber and 15 live 
rounds in the magazine. Previous to this shooting, Deputy Espinosa qualified with his 
firearm =a For further, refer to his Shooting and Training Records, 
presented in Volume 2 - Exhibit E. 


IAB NOTE: Upon completion of gathering evidence, the Crime Scene 
Specialists located (21) expended 9mm Luger caliber cartridge casings. 
When Homicide Detectives retrieved Deputy Espinosa’s handgun, he had 
one live round in the chamber and 15 in the magazine. During the 
shooting, Espinosa conducted a tactical magazine exchange. His 
discarded, then recovered magazine had one live 9mm round. 


Deputy Ortiz’ recovered weapon had one live round in the chamber and eight live 
rounds in the magazine.

During 
the incident, he fired seven rounds. Following the shooting, Deputy Ortiz’ handgun was 
recovered. He had one live round in the chamber and eight live rounds in the 
azine. Previous to this shooting, Deputy Ortiz qualified with his firearm on

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The handguns and ammunition were submitted to the Crime Lab, Firearms Examiner 
April Wong under receipt numbers K387067, K387068, and K367069. Firearms 
Examiner Edmund Anderson test-fired the firearms and found all three to be functional 
and within Department standards. He did not find the cause of Deputy 

malfunction. For further, refer to his supplemental reports, presented in Volume 2 -

WEAPON USED BY THE SUSPECT: 

Suspect Armas was uncooperative and failed to comply with numerous orders given by 
the deputies to place his hands outside his vehicle window. On two occasions, he 
reached across his seat and raised a long dark metal object which resembled a rifle 
barrel.

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LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS: 

It was a cool, cloudy night. In the area of the shooting, there were three overhead dimly 
lit lights mounted on the west side of the walls above the garages. There were no 
overhead lights on the east side at the shooting site. Also, the suspect's vehicle was 
illuminated by the two patrol vehicles’ headlamps, spotlights, and overhead/light bars. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEES’ STATEMENTS: 

Deputy as interviewed after the incident by Homicide Bureau

On March 13, 2013, at approximately 1030 hours, Deputy EE was 
interviewed by IAB Sergeant Dinah Grote at the Internal Affairs office. Deputy 
was represented by Attorney Erika Gurrola from Green & Shinee. Precise wording may 
be obtained by reviewing the digitally audio recorded interview located in IAB’s audio 
files, and/or the verbatim transcripts presented in Volume 1, under the Transcriptions- 
Involved Employees-IAB Interview, section of the casebook. 


Deputy HB tatec he was working a one-person patrol car in the city of Artesia. He 
said he received a Mobile Digital Terminal (MDT) message from his station's desk area. 
The message indicated a black truck had been involved in a traffic collision, striking the 
center median on the 91 freeway, exiting the freeway at Pioneer Boulevard. For further, 
refer to a copy of a printout of the MDT message and the 9-1-1 call, presented in 
Volume 1 - Exhibit B. 


He responded toward the area and was traveling west bound on Artesia Boulevard from 
Norwalk Boulevard when he saw a dark green truck traveling east on Artesia Boulevard 
from Pioneer Boulevard at a high rate of speed. The truck then drove over the raised 
concrete center median and failed to stop for the red traffic light at Elaine Avenue. 


Deputy made a U-turn on Artesia Boulevard and drove east bound toward the 
vehicle, which was stopped in the left turn lane at Norwalk Boulevard. The suspect 
vehicles’ wheels spun out in place, which caused smoke from the tires. Deputy 

was unsure if this was the vehicle involved in the traffic collision on the 91 freeway. He 
looked at the vehicle for collision damage, but he did not see anything that indicated 
collision damage. By the time Deputy ill 2s behind the vehicle, the light turned 
green to turn north onto Norwalk Boulevard. 
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The suspect vehicle turned left (north, Norwalk Boulevard and drove approximately 
five to seven miles per hour. Deputy activated his emergency lights to conduct a 
traffic stop, but the vehicle continued to travel at slow speeds in the number two lane of 
north bound traffic passing an entrance to a shopping center and Palm Street, failing to 
yield. 


At this point, Deputy roadcasted over his radio to the Sheriff's Communication 
Center (SCC) and requested emergent radio transmissions regarding his pursuit of a 
reckless drunk driver. He advised that he was north bound on Norwalk Boulevard 
approaching Cuesta Street. The Sheriffs Communication Center dispatcher requested 
additional units and an airship to respond. The suspect turned east on Cuesta Street, 
then south on Judy Way traveling at approximately five miles per hour. 


Deputy S20 a Cerritos Station patrol unit (Deputy Jessica Loney) arrived behind 
him, so he had her call the pursuit as they were now in the city of Cerritos. The suspect 
turned east bound into an alleyway and then south bound into another alleyway. The 
suspect vehicle came to a stop in the alleyway on the east side. Again, the suspect 
vehicle spun out his tires while staying in place. 


Deputy -ovp his patrol car behind the suspect vehicle. He said he parked as 
far left as he could to the east side garages allowing him enough room to open his car 
door. Deputy Loney stopped her vehicle parallel to his vehicle on the right side. Taking 
cover behind his open driver's doorframe, Deputy [ll held the suspect at gunpoint 
and gave commands to the suspect to place his hands outside the window. 


Although he could see that the driver's side window was down, Deputy Ro not 
see the suspect. He said the suspect would put one hand out the window, pull it back 
and put the other hand out. The suspect yelled out, “Fuck you. l'm disabled, fuck you,” 
and “flip him off” out the window. Deputy; aid Deputy Loney continued to 
handle the radio transmissions while he gave orders to the suspect. 


As Deputy HB AS for additional units to arrive, Deputy M n y sawa 
silhouette of the suspect because the rear cab window was darkly tinted. He said he 


gave the suspect approximately ten separate commands to place his hands outside the 
windows, but the suspect continued to put them out and pull them back into the truck. 
With his left hand out the window, Suspect Armas then reached to his right with his right 
hand. 


Turning back to his left and blading his body to the open window, Suspect Armas raised 
a dark black or blue colored, square object that was rounded at the top, up to the 
window. Because of the shape and color of the object, coupled with the suspect's 
actions and because the suspect's left arm shielded him from seeing the object, Deputy 

believed it was a gun and fired two consecutive rounds at the suspect's body 
mass. He said whatever the suspect had in his hand dropped to the ground outside of 
the truck. 
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Deputy aia his handgun jammed, preventing the slide from going forward. He 
said he “tapped and racked” his weapon after firing the rounds, then conducted a 
tactical magazine exchange. He said his weapon was not leaning up against any part 
of the patrol vehicle and that he fired from a position just above the spotlight. 


Deputy then told Deputy Loney the suspect had a gun and to advise of the 
shooting. Approximately 30 seconds later, Deputies Espinosa and Bowen arrived. He 
said Deputy Espinosa took cover behind his driver's door on his left side and Deputy 
Bowen took cover to their left, behind a fence of a pedestrian walkway. 


After advising Deputies Espinosa and Bowen that the suspect had a gun, Deputies 

ind Espinosa continued to yell out commands to the suspect to place his hands 
outside his window and he (suspect) responded with profanity. Wanting to get a clear 
view of the interior cab and of the suspect, they decided to get a pepper ball gun or 
ARWEN to shoot out the rear cab window. 


Deputy A visc Deputy Bowen to get the ARWEN from the trunk of his car, so 
she opened the trunk of his car. Again, Suspect Armas leaned to his right and retrieved 
item and held it with both hands. As the suspect turned his body to his left, Deputy 
Isaw a metal object, which looked like a barrel of a shotgun or rifle. The suspect 
ointed the object approximately two to three inches out the window toward them 
nd Espinosa). Deputy O Oy told Espinosa it was possibly a gun 
Deputy Espinosa then yelled out, “Gun,” to let everyone know what they saw. 


Deputy M saia he fired approximately two to three rounds at the suspect. He 
reassessed, and then fired another two to three rounds. Reassessed, and fired another 

hree rounds. He said Deputy Espinosa also fired rounds at the suspect. Deputy 
tial he stopped firing his weapon once he saw the barrel/object was no longer 
pointed toward him. He said the suspect's upper torso fell toward the passenger side, 
but he did not see where the suspect placed the barrel/object. 


After a few seconds, Suspect Armas was still slumped over to his right side, but he put 
one hand up in the air. Deputy sai Sergeant Fleischmann arrived, so he gave 
Fleischmann a brief update of the incident. A decision was then made to attempt to 
break out the rear window of the cab. He said Sergeant Fleischmann told all of the 
deputies to de-cock their weapons. 


Deputy stated that Deputy Rabideaux made announcements and shot four 
ARWEN rounds at the truck, striking the rear cab window twice. The suspect then 
complied and placed his hands out the window. Sergeant Fleischmann then decided to 
approach the suspect. Deputy Espinosa approached first, followed by Deputy 

Deputy Ortiz, and then Sergeant Fleischmann.

On March 6, 2013, at approximately 1125 hours, Detective Michael Espinosa was 
interviewed by IAB Sergeants Dinah Grote and Laura Haynes at the Internal Affairs 
office. Detective Espinosa was represented by Attorney Erika Gurrola from Green & 
Shinee. Precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the digitally audio recorded 
interview located in IAB's audio files, and/or the verbatim transcripts listed under the 
Transcriptions-Involved Employees-lAB Interview, section of the casebook. 


Detective Espinosa stated he was working a one-person patrol unit in the city of 
Bellflower when he heard radio transmissions of a vehicle pursuit broadcasted by Unit 
Hin the city of Artesia. Estimating his two to three minute arrival, Detective Espinosa 
responded to assist in the pursuit when he heard the pursuit had terminated in an alley 
near Judy Way and Cuesta Drive, in the city of Cerritos. 
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Detective Espinosa parked his patrol vehicle on Cedarwood Court, which is just east of 
the alley where the pursuit terminated. He said two other patrol vehicles were parked 
on the street as well. Detective Espinosa heard two gunshots followed by a radio 
broadcast of a deputy involved shooting. He then exited his vehicle and walked west 
bound along a walkway between the condominiums and into the alley. 


In the alley, Detective Espinosa saw Deputy standing behind the open driver's 
door of the patrol vehicle, which was faced south behind the parked suspect vehicle. 

He said another patrol vehicle was parked west of Deputy aller Within seconds 
of his arrival, Detective Espinosa said Deputy Bowen arrived and took a position just 
north of him on the east side of the alley, and Deputy Ortiz arrived and took a position 
on the passenger's side of Deputy a. 


Detective Espinosa stated that Dey uty Fo him that he thought the suspect 
pointed a gun at him, so he fired two rounds at the suspect. Detective 
Espinosa said he and Deputy elled numerous commands to the suspect to 
place his hands outside his window. He said he wanted to see the suspect's hands to 
know if he possessed a weapon. He stated the suspect would place his left hand out 
and then withdraw it.

Detective Espinosa said the suspect rotated his body from his right to his left and turned 
the object, which Espinosa believed was a shotgun, toward the deputies. Deputy 
cic “He has a gun.” Detective Espinosa yelled “gun” and fearing for his life 
and that of his partner, Deputy Espinosa fired two to three rounds, two to three more 
rounds, and another two to three rounds at the suspect's upper body and arms near the 
door jamb. He said he stopped firing once the suspect put his hands back into his 
vehicle and no longer had the object, which he believed was a shotgun. 


Detective Espinosa stated the suspect brought his arms back inside the cab, still 
holding the object. Detective Espinosa stopped firing his weapon. He said the suspect 
continued to move around inside the cab. He said they continued to give commands to 
the suspect to place his arms/hands outside the window, but he did not comply. The 
suspect then placed his left hand outside the window and Detective Espinosa saw blood 
on the suspect's hand. 
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Detective Espinosa then broadcasted a second deputy involved shooting. He also 
requested Fire/Rescue to respond and to stage prior to driving into the scene. He said 
he continued to give the suspect commands to show his hands and the suspect would 
just reply with profanities. He said approximately two minutes after his shooting a 
sergeant arrived (Fleischmann) and ordered an ARWEN be deployed to break out the 
rear cab window. The sergeant also requested the air unit to elevate in order to 
decrease the noise level. 


Detective Espinosa heard an announcement that the ARWEN was going to be deployed 
and heard four rounds fired, but only saw one round perforate the rear window. He said 
the suspect placed one hand out the window and then both hands. He said because 
the suspect was injured, Sergeant Fleischmann formulated a plan to approach the 
suspect and to remove him from the truck. 


Detective Espinosa completed a tactical magazine exchange allowing the used 
magazine to drop to the ground. He said he was lead in the arrest team, followed by 
Deputies anc Ortiz, and Sergeant Fleischmann. As they approached the 
suspect vehicle, they continued to give orders to the suspect to keep his hands out the 
window. 


Detective Espinosa attempted to open the driver's door, but it was locked. He reached 
in and unlocked it while holding the suspect at gunpoint while Deputy Ortiz released the 
suspect from his seatbelt. Deputies Ortiz and grabbed the suspect's arms and 
removed from the vehicle laying him on his side onto the ground while Detective 
Espinosa checked the interior of the truck. 


Detective Espinosa saw a pack of beer (12 pack) on the passenger side floorboard and 
saw a wheelchair on the passenger seat area. Detective Espinosa holstered his 
weapon and noted that Deputy Ortiz handcuffed the suspect. Detective Espinosa 
grabbed the suspect's lower legs while Deputies M-n Ortiz took control of the 
suspect's upper body and they carried the suspect on his side away from the crime 
scene to an area behind the patrol cars, so that he could be treated by the Fire 
Department. He said Deputy Stamper began basic first-aid up until the arrival of Fire 
personnel two minutes later. 


During the shooting incident, Detective Espinosa said he was unaware anyone other 
than he and a shot at the suspect. Detective Espinosa said because of the 
suspect's demeanor and his statements that he was not coming out of the vehicle, he 
believed the suspect was ready to die or to kill one of the deputies. 


Detective Espinosa estimated approximately two minutes had elapsed between the first 
and second shooting. For further, refer to Detective Espinosa’s diagram/sketch 
depicting the traffic stop and his Shooting and Training records, presented in Volume 2 
- Exhibit E. 
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Deputy Vincent Ortiz was interviewed after the incident by Homicide Bureau 
Detectives Kevin Lloyd and Frederick Morse. He was represented by attorney Erika 
Gurrola from Green & Shinee. Precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the 
digitally audio recorded interview located in IAB’s audio files and/or the verbatim 
transcripts presented in Volume 1, under the Transcriptions-Involved Employees- 
Homicide Interview section of the IAB casebook. For his complete summarized 
interview with Homicide Bureau investigators, refer to Exhibit A, pages 45-48. Below 
is a combined summary of the Homicide and IAB interviews. 


On March 6, 2013, at approximately 1238 hours, Deputy Vincent Ortiz was interviewed 
by IAB Sergeants Dinah Grote and Laura Haynes at the Internal Affairs office. Deputy 
Ortiz was represented by Attorney Erika Gurrola from Green & Shinee. Precise wording 
may be obtained by reviewing the digitally audio recorded interview located in IAB’s 
audio files, and/or the verbatim transcripts presented in Volume 1, under the 
Transcriptions-Involved Employees-IAB Interview, section of the casebook. 


Deputy Vincent Ortiz stated he was driving in the area of Pioneer Boulevard and South 
Street in the city of Artesia when he heard a radio broadcast of a deputy involved in a 
vehicle pursuit of a reckless drunk driver. Knowing he was in close proximity, he 
responded and another Cerritos unit (Deputy Richardson) responded into a residential 
area. 


Deputy Ortiz said that as he was arriving, he heard radio transmissions that Deputy 

as involved in a shooting. He said he parked on a cul-de-sac street 
(Cedarwood Court) one street east of the alley where the pursuit terminated and that 
there was another parked patrol unit on the street. 


Deputy Ortiz exited his patrol car and ran west bound on a pedestrian walkway between 
the condominiums. He said Deputy Richardson ran in a different direction because they 
did not know the exact positioning of the traffic stop in the alley. He said he entered the 
alley just north of the traffic stop and saw Deputy standing alone behind the 
driver's door of his patrol vehicle pointing his handgun at the suspect, in a truck. 


Deputy Ortiz ran to the driver's side of Draper's patrol vehicle. He said Deputy B 
looked over to him and told him the suspect had a weapon. Looking at the suspect 
vehicle, Deputy Ortiz noted the rear cab window was dark and he could see the 
silhouette of the suspect’s head, shoulders and arm movement. 


Deputy Ortiz said he looked for cover and ran to the back of patrol car around 
to the passenger's side. He said Deputy | OE out numerous commands for the 
suspect to show his hands. Ortiz said the suspect would place one hand or both hands 
outside the truck and then he would pull his hand(s) back into the truck. He said the 
suspect did this several times. He said he went to take cover behind the front 
passenger door, but the door was locked, so he placed his weapon in his left hand and 
pointed it at the suspect vehicle. 
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Using his right hand, Deputy Ortiz retrieved his car keys to unlock the front passenger's 
side door. He said he looked down momentarily to find the key hole and heard a single 
gunshot. He looked up and saw the suspect positioned with his right elbow raised up 
while the trunk of his body was turned to the left. The suspect was leaning toward the 
outside of the driver's door, pointing back toward the deputies. 


Deputy Ortiz said because of his position and the suspect turning away, Deputy Ortiz 

aid he did could not see the suspect holding anything. He said based on Deputy 
i:i and advisement that the suspect was armed, coupled with the 
suspect turning toward them as if he were armed and hearing the gunshot, Deputy Ortiz 
believed the suspect was shooting at him. 


Standing at the closed front passenger's side door, Deputy Ortiz fired two consecutive 
rounds at the suspect's upper body and arms with his left hand. He said because he 
shoots right handed, he switched the handgun from his left hand to his right hand and 
immediately fired approximately three to five more consecutive rounds at the suspect's 
upper torso. 


IAB NOTE: It was determined that Deputy Ortiz’ first two rounds struck the 
front passenger's side window of Draper's vehicle. For further, refer to the 
Field Investigation Report, under Observations “B” and “C”, presented in 
Volume 1 - Exhibit A, page 122. 


Deputy Ortiz said he stopped firing rounds because there was no return fire or muzzle 
flash from the suspect's vehicle and he wanted to assess the situation. He said the 
other deputies stopped firing rounds at about the same time and he bent down and took 
cover behind the front passenger's side door. He added that he “never” shoots left- 
handed. 


Deputy Ortiz stated he then unlocked and opened the front passenger's side door, 
taking cover behind it. He said he and other deputies continued to yell out commands 
for the suspect to show his hands. He said the suspect was still moving around in the 
truck and Deputy was giving him commands to place his hands outside the 
truck. He said the suspect was momentarily compliant, but then withdrew his hands 
again. 


Deputy Ortiz said Deputy {requested a less-lethal weapon to break out the rear 
truck window so that deputies could have a better view of the suspect. Deputy Ortiz 
heard an unknown deputy yell “ARWEN” twice. He said the first ARWEN round missed 
the truck and the second round pierced the rear passenger window, which created a 
hole. 


Deputy Ortiz saw the suspect moving around inside the cab of the truck and then saw 


him lifting something up and down. He heard a sergeant (Fleischmann) tell everyone to 
switch their guns to double action for safety reasons and he complied. 
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Deputy Ortiz said an arrest team was formed to remove the suspect from the truck while 
the suspect's hands were visible and nothing was in the suspect's hands. He said 
Deputy’ pened the truck door, so he (Ortiz) grabbed the suspect by his lower 
forearms, near the wrists and attempted to pull him out, but noticed the suspect was still 
wearing a seatbelt. 


Deputy Ortiz said he released the suspect's right forearm and reached across the 
suspect to unlatch the seatbelt. As Deputy Ortiz was unfastening the suspect's 
seatbelt, the suspect used his free right hand and felt around Deputy Ortiz’ gun belt as if 
reaching for his gun. Deputy Ortiz then advised the other deputy personnel that the 
suspect was reaching for his gun, then shifted his body/hip back and away from the 
suspect, and unlatched the seatbelt. He said he also saw a folded wheelchair inside the 
truck. 


Deputy Ortiz again took control of the suspect's right forearm and began to pull the 
suspect from the truck. He said the suspect assisted by scooting his body outward as 
Deputy Ortiz pulled him out completely. 


Deputy Ortiz stated the suspect was placed face-down on the ground outside the 
vehicle and searched. He said he grabbed the suspect's upper torso, Deputies 
Espinosa and eld the suspect's lower extremities and they carried him 
approximately 25 yards back behind the patrol vehicles. There, they placed the suspect 
onto his left side on the ground. 


Deputy Ortiz said he did not recall if the suspect was actually handcuffed at the suspect 
vehicle or after he was moved back behind the patrol vehicles. He said he requested 
someone to notify the Fire Department to respond while he checked the suspect's pulse 
via the carotid artery. 


Deputy Ortiz estimated approximately two to three minutes had elapsed between the 
first and second shooting. Deputy Ortiz stated he saw a supervisor (Fleischmann) on 
scene shortly after his shooting. He said that it was only after the inciden he 
noticed another patrol vehicle (Deputy Loney’s) being parked adjacent on] 
vehicle. For further, refer to Deputy Ortiz’ diagram/sketch depicting the traffic stop and 
his Shooting and Training records, presented in Volume 2 - Exhibit F. 


EMPLOYEE WITNESSES’ STATEMENTS: 

Deputy Jessica Loney was interviewed after the incident by Homicide Bureau 
Detectives Luis Nunez and Richard Tomlin. Precise wording may be obtained by 
reviewing the digitally audio recorded interview located in IAB’s audio files and/or the 
verbatim transcripts presented in Volume 1, under the Transcriptions-Employee 
Witnesses-Homicide Interview section of the IAB casebook. For her complete 
summarized interview with Homicide Bureau investigators, refer to Volume 2 - Exhibit 
A, pages 63-65. Below is a combined summary of the Homicide and IAB interviews. 
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On December 13, 2012, at approximately 1144 hours, Deputy Jessica Loney was 
interviewed by IAB Sergeant Dinah Grote at the Internal Affairs office. She was 
represented by Attorney Erika Gurrola from Green & Shinee. Precise wording may be 
obtained by reviewing the digitally audio recorded interview located in IAB’s audio files, 
and/or the verbatim transcripts presented in Volume 1, under the Transcriptions- 
Employee Witnesses-IAB Interview, section of the casebook. 


Deputy Loney stated she was working as a one-person unit in a marked patrol car, in 
the city of Cerritos. She said she heard emergent radio transmissions advising that a 
deputy was in vehicle pursuit of a reckless drunk driver. She said she was one minute 
away from his location of Norwalk Boulevard and Cuesta Avenue, so she responded to 
the area. 


As Deputy B rovia his updated location, Deputy Loney turned east on Cuesta 
Avenue from Norwalk Boulevard. She saw Deputy land the suspect were atthe 
stop sign, facing east on Cuesta Avenue at Judy Way. Once behind Deputy 

Deputy Loney began to broadcast their pursuit in which they were traveling at 
approximately five miles per hour. 


Deputy Loney radio broadcasted to other responding units that the suspect stopped in 
the north/south alley, east of Judy Way and Cuesta Avenue, facing south. She said 
when the suspect stopped his vehicle he started spinning his tires, causing them to 
screech. Deputy aren his patrol vehicle behind the suspect's vehicle and she 
parked her patrol vehicle slightly behind and to the right of Deputy HB chicie. 


Deputy Loney advised via radio that they were detaining ect at gunpoint. She 
said she stood behind her open driver's door and A R behind his 
opened driver's door. As she was providing information over the radio, she could hear 
Ben. Ell ti out commands to the suspect to show his hands and to place 
them outside the vehicle. She heard the suspect respond with profanities and he 
advised that he was disabled. 


Deputy Loney said that because of her position, she could not clearly see the suspect's 
hands. She said she could see the suspect's left hand when it was completely out the 
window, but she could not see his right hand. She said he would put his hand out the 
window and pull it back in. 


Deputy Loney stated that because the back window had dark tinting, she could only see 
a silhouette of the suspect. She did not see a second occupant. She said as she went 
to take cover behind Deputy EE front passenger door, she saw the suspect pull 
out a handicap card and he kept yelling that he was handicapped, while using 
profanities. When she reached the passenger door, she discovered it was locked. 
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Deputy Loney said she went to her car door for cover. Because of her position, she 
again lost sight of the suspect's hands when she heard Deputy fire two 
gunshots. She said Deputy as still behind the driver's door and she saw one 
round hit the tail bed of the suspect's truck. 


Deputy tol Deputy Loney to broadcast a “998” over the radio. Peripherally and 
to her left side, Deputy Loney saw Deputy Bowen arrive. She said Deputy Bowen took 
cover along the east walkway, which was to the rear, just east of Deputy 

Deputy Loney stated she broadcasted the “998.” Although she transmitted the “998”, 
she later learned that Deputy Bowen had transmitted it before she could. Deputy Loney 
said more units began to arrive. 


Deputy Loney stated Deputy A oninu to yell commands to the suspect to show 
his hands, but from her angle she still did not have a visual of the suspect's hands. She 
said the suspect kept yelling back profanities, advised that he was handicapped, and 
told the deputies to “just shoot me.” She said Deputy Ortiz went to the passenger's side 
of Draper's vehicle and was in between her patrol car. She said Deputy Ortiz attempted 
to open Draper's front passenger door and she recalled telling Ortiz the door was 
locked. She stated a second “998” went out, but she still did not know what the 
deputies saw nor hear anyone announce “gun”. 


Deputy Loney said Deputy Ortiz, who was positioned in between the front and rear 
closed passenger's side doors, shot several rounds. She could she could hear multiple 
shooters coming from her left side, but she did not know who else was firing rounds. 
She said the suspect continued to yell profanities and was still non-compliant to their 
commands to show his hands. Deputy Loney said from her rear right side, she heard 
Sergeant Fleischmann request an ARWEN. She said there were discussions about not 
being able to see the suspect inside the cab and using the ARWEN to shatter the 
window. 


Deputy Loney stated Sergeant Fleischmann told everyone not to shoot and instructed 
that no other rounds were to be fired. She stated that from her opened front 
passenger's side door, an unknown Lakewood assigned deputy (Rabideaux) shot 
ARWEN rounds at the suspect vehicle. She said Deputy Richardson stood next to 
Rabideaux and that she recalled only two rounds being fired. She said one round 
deflected and bounced off the vehicle and the other round penetrated the window by 
creating a hole, but it did not shatter the window. 


the suspect vehicle from Deputy river side. She saw Sergeant Fleischmann 
in the area. She said she maintained focus on the suspect while the arrest team made 
their approach to the suspect vehicle. She did not see how the suspect was extracted 
from the vehicle. She said when the deputies came into view, peripherally she saw 
them (deputies) carrying the suspect by his arms and legs back behind (north) the patrol 
vehicles. She does not know how the suspect was positioned when he was carried and 
said the vehicle was cleared, and a Code 4 was put out over the radio. 


Deputy Loney stated she then saw p m several other deputies approach 
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Deputy Loney stated from her position, she never saw a threat so she did not fire her 
weapon. For further, refer to Deputy Loney’s radio transmissions of the pursuit and her 
diagram/sketch depicting the traffic stop, presented in Volume 2 - Exhibits C and G. 


Deputy Antoinette Bowen was interviewed after the incident by Homicide Bureau 
Detectives Luis Nunez and Richard Tomlin. Precise wording may be obtained by 
reviewing the digitally audio recorded interview located in |AB’s audio files and/or the 
verbatim transcripts presented in Volume 1, under the Transcriptions- Employee 
Witnesses-Homicide Interview section of the IAB casebook.

On December 19, 2012, at approximately 1215 hours, Deputy Antoinette Bowen was 
interviewed by IAB Sergeant Dinah Grote at the Internal Affairs office. She was 
represented by Attorney Erika Gurrola from Green & Shinee. Precise wording may be 
obtained by reviewing the digitally audio recorded interview located in IAB’s audio files, 
and/or the verbatim transcripts presented in Volume 1, under the Transcriptions- 
Employee Witnesses-IAB Interview, section of the casebook. 


Deputy Bowen stated that she was working as a one-person unit in a marked patrol 
vehicle. She said she was at Norwalk and Del Amo Boulevards when she heard radio 
transmissions of a deputy involved vehicle pursuit. She stated she responded Code 3 
after receiving an acknowledgement. She said the pursuit was going east on Cuesta 
Drive at Judy Way. 


Deputy Bowen arrived in the area and turned east on Rancho Vista Drive. As she was 
passing the south side of the alleyway, she saw the traffic stop was faced south toward 
her. Simultaneously, she heard radio transmissions advising her that her vehicle was in 
the line of fire, so she continued east and turned north on the first street (Cedarwood 
Court), where she parked her vehicle. 


Deputy Bowen said that as she ran west toward the patrol car lights she heard 
commands being yelled, “Let me see your hands, let me see your hands!” followed by 
two popping sounds. When Deputy Bowen arrived at the alley, she took cover behind a 
wood fence on the east side of the walkway. She looked south and saw Deputy 
standing behind his open driver's side door pointing his weapon toward the suspect 
vehicle which was parked in front! patrol car. 


Deputy Bowen saw a second patrol vehicle parked on the right side of Deputy iam 
car. She saw Deputy Loney standing behind the open driver's side door of that car. 
She said both deputies he Loney) stood behind their opened driver's doors 
and yelled commands to the suspect to place his hands outside his window. From her 
vantage point, she saw the suspect place his hands outside the window and bring them 
back in, and heard the suspect yell out profanities and say he was disabled. 
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Deputy Bowen said she ran to Deputy | Ree and took cover with him. Deputy 
‘old her to put out “998” radio traffic. She then realized that a shooting had 


occurred and she broadcasted emergent radio transmissions of the shooting. As she 
was doing this, she said other units began to arrive and Deputy Espinosa came to their 
land Bowen's) side of the vehicle. 


Deputy Bowen said at this point, Deputy WE formulated a plan to use an ARWEN to 
shatter back window of the suspect's truck in order to see inside the cab area. 
Deputy told her he had an ARWEN in the trunk of his car, so she ran to the trunk 
and opened it, which obscured her view of the suspect's vehicle. As she was retrieving 
the ARWEN, she heard one gunshot followed by approximately 10-20 more rounds. 


Deputy Bowen believed the suspect was shooting as well as the deputies. She left the 
ARWEN in the trunk, pulled out her handgun, and ran to the right side of i: 
for cover, which was being occupied by Deputy Ortiz at the front passenger door. She 
said at that point the shooting had stopped and she could hear the suspect yelling 
profanities as she ran back to BE ni to retrieve the ARWEN and ammunition. 
She said Deputy Rabideaux arrived at the trunk area. She then handed the ARWEN to 
Deputy Rabideaux while she grabbed the ammunition. 


From the trunk area, Deputies Rabideaux and Bowen went around the rear of Deputy 
Loney’s car to her front passenger's side door. From the open door, announcements 
were made that the ARWEN was going to be deployed. Deputy Rabideaux then fired a 
total of four rounds at the rear cab window in an attempt to shatter the window, but was 
unsuccessful. She said she handed Rabideaux the rounds one by one during the 
ARWEN deployment. She said one to two rounds struck the window, but it only caused 
a hole and did not shatter the window. 


Deputy Bowen said shortly afterward, she saw Deputies He. Ortiz, along with 
one to two other unknown deputies approach the suspect's truck from the driver's side 
She said because of her position at the front passenger's door of Deputy Loney’s car, 
she did not see the suspect being extracted from his vehicle. She also did not see how 
they carried the suspect back toward the rear of Deputy EE vehicle. She said the 
vehicle was cleared and a Code 4 was advised. 


Deputy Bowen stated that throughout this incident the suspect moved around in his 
vehicle and placed his hands outside the window and back in again. She recalled 
seeing Sergeant Fleischmann, but was unsure if it was during or after the incident.

On December 20, 2012, at approximately 1150 hours, Deputy William Richardson was 
interviewed by IAB Sergeant Dinah Grote at the Internal Affairs office. He was 
represented by Attorney Erika Gurrola from Green & Shinee. Precise wording may be 
obtained by reviewing the digitally audio recorded interview located in IAB’s audio files, 
and/or the verbatim transcripts listed under the Transcriptions-Employee Witnesses- 
IAB Interview, section of the casebook. 


Deputy Richardson stated he responded to a deputy involved in a vehicle pursuit ofa 
reckless drunk driver. Deputy Richardson said he was trying to locate the alley where 
the pursuit ended when he heard radio transmissions advising a deputy involved 
shooting occurred. He turned north on Cedarwood Court and parked his vehicle. 


Deputy Richardson exited his patrol car and ran west using a pedestrian into 
the alley. He saw a patrol vehicle parked facing south bound with oo lll 
standing outside t ned driver's door. He said there was another unknown deputy 
who stood next ill Parked in front of RE cticic was a pickup truck. He 
stated that another patrol vehicle was parked parallel to Deputy cici on the 
west side and Deputy Loney stood at the opened driver's side door of that vehicle. 


Deputy Richardson took a position on the passenger's side door of Deputy Loney's car. 
He opened the front door and took cover behind it with his weapon drawn. He focused 
on the passenger's side of the truck because he did not know the amount of occupants 
inside. He heard a deputy giving commands for the suspect to place his hands out the 
window and heard the suspect say something unintelligible along with profanity. 


Deputy Richardson said from his vantage point he could only see the tips of the 
suspect's finger’s outside the window. He said the rear window of the truck had dark 
tint and he was unable to see if the suspect was complying with the deputy's 
commands. He saw the suspect put his hands back inside the truck then heard three to 
20 gunshots coming from Deputy fll ice of his vehicle. He said he chose not to 
fire as he could not clearly see the suspect and he saw two people on the east side, 
second-story balcony, in his line of fire. 


After the gunshots stopped, Deputy Richardson heard deputies again giving the suspect 
orders to place his hands outside the window. He said the suspect placed his hands 
out the window and then back inside. He said Deputy requested an ARWEN to 
break out the suspect's rear cab window. He said a female deputy (Bowen) retrieved 
an ARWEN then came over the rear of Deputy Loney’s patrol car and handed it to him. 
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Deputy Richardson said he was unfamiliar with that model ARWEN. He said a tall, 
unknown deputy (Rabideaux) said he knew how to use that model and he (Rabideaux) 
took possession. He said he provided three to four rounds to Deputy Rabideaux who 
fired at the suspect's vehicle, striking the window once. The round left a hole, but it did 
not shatter the window. 


Deputy Richardson said he heard Sergeant Fleischmann directing deputies to form an 
arrest team. He saw Sergeant Fleischmann and three other unknown deputies 
approach the suspect's vehicle from the driver's side of the suspect truck. He said he 
did not see the contact/extraction because his view to the driver's side of the pickup 
truck was blocked because of the truck’s bed. He saw the handcuffed suspect being 
carried by unknown deputies to the rear of a patrol car. He said a deputy (Stamper) 
with a trauma kit attempted to render first aid until paramedics arrived. For further, refer 
to Deputy Richardson's diagram/sketch depicting the traffic stop, presented in Volume 
2 - Exhibit I.

On December 20, 2012, at approximately 1035 hours, Sergeant Joseph Fleischmann 
was interviewed by IAB Sergeant Dinah Grote at the Internal Affairs office. Sergeant 
Fleischmann was represented by Attorney Erika Gurrola from Green & Shinee. Precise 
wording may be obtained by reviewing the digitally audio recorded interview located in 
IAB’s audio files, and/or the verbatim transcripts presented in Volume 1, under the 
Transcriptions-Employee Witnesses-IAB Interview, section of the casebook. 


Sergeant Fleischmann stated he was working as a field sergeant in the City of Cerritos 
en he heard a radio transmission advising that a Lakewood Station assigned deputy 
a: in pursuit of a reckless drunk driver. He said he responded in the direction 
e pursuit and heard a Cerritos Station unit say that she (Loney) was present and 
assisting in the pursuit. 


While Sergeant Fleischmann was responding, he heard the pursuing units advising that 
the suspect had stopped his vehicle. He then heard that a deputy involved shooting 
had occurred. He said he did not hear any other field sergeant present at the scene, so 
he continued to respond and saw a Sheriff's Department Aero unit overhead. 
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Sergeant Fleischmann said he arrived approximately three to four minutes later. As he 
turned into the east alleyway off of Judy Way, he heard approximately six gunshots. He 
said he parked his vehicle south of the “T” alleyway intersection. As he exited his 
vehicle, he saw three patrol vehicles parked behind the suspect vehicle and saw smoke 
hanging in the air. He also saw Deputy Navarrette exit hi rol car, which was parked 
on the east side of the alley behind the primary cn i 


Sergeant Fleischmann approached the patrol cars on the west side of the alley, along 
the garages. He said he went into an alcove along the west side and where he saw 
Detective Rudd and another three unknown deputies. He saw two Lakewood assigned 
deputies (Espinosa and Hand Deputy Navarrette standing near the opened 
driver's door of the patrol car, which was parked directly behind the suspect's pickup 
truck. 


At that same patrol vehicle, he saw Deputy Ortiz standing near the unopened 
passenger's side door and heard the deputies giving commands to the suspect to show 
his hands. He said the rear window on the suspect's truck was dark, preventing 
personnel from seeing inside the cab area. 


Sergeant Fleischmann saw another patrol vehicle parked adjacent to, and west of the 
primary patrol car. He said he cleared the area and went to the rear of that patrol car 
(Loney’s) and saw a deputy (Loney) standing at the opened driver's door and Deputy 
Richardson standing behind the passenger's side door. He heard deputies at the 
primary driver's car door yelling out for a stunbag shotgun. 


Sergeant Fleischmann looked toward the primary vehicle and saw Deputy Bowen at the 
open trunk of the primary patrol vehicle. He saw Deputy Bowen moving items in the 
trunk and believed she was retrieving the stunbag shotgun. While this was occurring, 
he heard deputies on the driver's side giving orders to the suspect to place his hands 
outside the truck’s window. He said the suspect would only place one hand out the 
window. 


As Sergeant Fleischmann assessed the situation, he saw Deputy Ortiz at the closed 
front passenger's side door of the primary vehicle and also saw two bullet holes in the 
window where Ortiz stood. Moving to the passenger side of the primary vehicle, 
Sergeant Fleischmann pulled Deputy Ortiz backward, re-positioned him to the rear area 
of the patrol car, and told him to watch his line of fire. He said that Deputy Ortiz was in 
single-action, so he gave a general order to all personnel to “lever down, lever up,” and 
told personnel behind the patrol vehicles to holster their weapons to prevent any 
accidents or cross-fires. 
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Sergeant Fleischmann said Detective Rudd arrived at his side, so he instructed Rudd to 
go to his (Fleischmann’s) vehicle and retrieve the pepper ball gun. He said Detective 
Rudd left and he (Fleischmann) made his way around the trunk to the driver's side of 
the primary vehicle. He said he was given a cursory briefing that the deputies were 
involved in a shooting and that the suspect was still in the truck. He looked at the 
suspect's vehicle and noted the dark tinting on the rear cab window and tried to get a 
visual of the suspect by using the truck’s side mirrors, but had difficulty seeing inside the 
cab. 


Sergeant Fleischmann then moved to the right rear end of the primary patrol and 
requested an ARWEN in an attempt to break out the rear window. He saw deputies 
moving up along the passenger's side of the second primary patrol vehicle to the 
opened front door. 


Moving to the rear of the secondary patrol vehicle, Sergeant Fleischmann saw a tall 
Lakewood assigned deputy (Rabideaux) with an ARWEN. Sergeant Fleischmann then 
made announcements of the ARWEN’s deployment and directed Deputy Rabideaux to 
shoot out the passenger's side rear cab window of the suspect truck. 


Sergeant Fleischmann said the first round did not hit the rear and deflected off of the 
passenger's side window. The second and third rounds pierced the window and 
created holes, however it did not afford the deputies a better view inside the cab. He 
said a fourth round was fired, but he did not see where it landed. 


After the four rounds were fired, Sergeant Fleischmann stated he went back to the 
driver's side of the primary patrol vehicle and yelled orders to the suspect to place his 
hands outside the truck window. Sergeant Fleischmann saw blood on the suspect's 
hands when he would place them outside the window and then back inside the cab. 
Fleischmann told the suspect to keep his hands outside the window, so that he 
(Fleischmann) could get the suspect help, which he complied with. 


Sergeant Fleischmann stated he formed a team to approach the suspect and take him 
into custody. He told the team that if the suspect continued to keep his hands outside 
the window, they would then extract the suspect from the truck. He said the team 
consisted of Deputy Navarrette who was armed with a shotgun while Deputies Espinosa 
and vere armed with handguns. 


Sergeant Fleischmann said Deputies Espinosa and HP pproached first, followed 
by him then Deputy Navarrette. He said Deputy Ortiz came up from his behind as they 
approached the truck door. He said the suspect's door was opened and he directed 
Deputy Ortiz to pull the suspect from the truck. He said the suspect's seatbelt was still 
on, so it was removed and the suspect was then pulled out from the truck by his arms. 
The suspect was laid face-down on the ground, searched and handcuffed. 
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Sergeant Fleischmann did not see who had searched and handcuffed the suspect. He 
stated that out of his peripheral vision, he noted everything he directed the deputies to 
do was being done. He said the vehicle was cleared and a Code 4 was yelled out to all 
personnel. Simultaneously, the suspect was carried back behind two patrol vehicles 
and placed on the ground where a paramedic unit was requested to respond and 
medically treat the suspect. Sergeant Fleischmann said Fire Department personnel 
arrived within three minutes and began treating the suspect. 


Sergeant Fleischmann sti a Lakewood Station sergeant == on 
scene. He and Sergeant began to identify and separate the deputies that shot 
their weapons and the deputies who had witnessed the shooting. Sergeant 
Fleischmann estimated that from the time he arrived up until the time a Code 4 went 


out, five to six minutes had elapsed. For further, refer to Sergeant Fleischmann's 
diagram/sketch depicting the traffic stop, presented as Exhibit J. 


On January 3, 2013, at approximately 1045 hours, Detective Daniel Rudd was 
interviewed by IAB Sergeant Dinah Grote at the Internal Affairs office. Detective Rudd 
was represented by Attorney Erika Gurrola from Green & Shinee. Below is a summary 
of his interview. Precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the digitally audio 
recorded interview located in IAB’s audio files, and/or the verbatim transcripts presented 
in Volume 1, under the Transcriptions-Employee Witnesses-IAB Interview, section 
of the casebook. 


Detective Rudd stated he was working in a marked patrol vehicle and he responded to 
an assistance request regarding a vehicle pursuit. He said the pursuit traversed into the 
city of Cerritos. While en route, he heard the deputies say the vehicle had stopped and 
that they were detaining the suspect at gunpoint, then all of a sudden, advised of a 
deputy involved shooting. 


Detective Rudd said he followed several units into the area. He said he drove east into 
the alley, he heard 10-15 gunshots. He then turned south into the alley and saw two 
parked patrol vehicles facing south behind a pickup truck. He said there was no further 
gunfire and he heard deputies yelling commands to the suspect. He parked his patrol 
vehicle on the west side of the alley behind Deputy Loney's vehicle. 


Trying to get out of the “kill zone,” Detective Rudd exited his patrol vehicle and ran back 
to the rear of his car. From there, he ran south along the west side garages to an 
alcove area and took cover. He continued to hear deputies giving orders to the suspect 
and then heard someone request a less-lethal weapon. Knowing he did not have one in 
his vehicle, Detective Rudd turned around to run to find a less-lethal weapon when he 
saw Sergeant Fleischmann running from his Tahoe vehicle toward him. 
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Detective Rudd said about the same time, he saw five to seven deputies running south 
bound in the alley from the east/west “T” alley with their guns drawn. Detective Rudd 
said he told the deputies to holster their weapons and to take cover in the alcove with 
him. He told Sergeant Fleischmann that a less-lethal weapon was needed to break out 
the rear window on the suspect's vehicle. Sergeant Fleischmann told Detective Rudd to 
get a pepper ball gun from his Tahoe, so Detective Rudd ran to Fleischmann’s vehicle. 


Unable to access the secured weapons’ box, Detective Rudd checked the interior of the 
Tahoe for a less-lethal weapon. He then saw Sergeant Bens east into the alley 
from Judy Way toward him. Detective Rudd ran to Sergeant land requested a 
pepper ball and they both ran back out onto Judy Way to retrieve one from his vehicle. 


Detective Rudd said Sergeant | OG was parked in long line of patrol units. 
He stated that when they returned with the pepper ball weapon, the incident was over 
and the suspect was lying on the ground being given first aid. For further, refer to 
Detective Rudd’s supplemental report located in Volume 2 - Exhibit A, pages 18-22 
and his diagram/sketch depicting the traffic stop, presented in Volume 2 - Exhibit K. 


Deputy Michael McCarty was interviewed after the incident by Homicide Bureau 
Detectives Luis Nunez and Richard Tomlin. Precise wording may be obtained by 
reviewing the digitally audio recorded interview located in IAB’s audio files and/or the 
verbatim transcripts presented in Volume 1, under the Transcriptions-Employee 
Witnesses-Homicide Interview section of the IAB casebook. For his complete 
summarized interview with Homicide Bureau investigators, refer to Volume 2 - Exhibit 
A, pages 67-68. Below is a combined summary of the Homicide and IAB interviews. 


On January 3, 2013, at approximately 1010 hours, Deputy Michael McCarty was 
interviewed by IAB Sergeant Dinah Grote at the Internal Affairs office. He was 
represented by Attorney Erika Gurrola from Green & Shinee. Precise wording may be 
obtained by reviewing the digitally audio recorded interview located in IAB's audio files, 
and/or the verbatim transcripts presented in Volume 1, under the Transcriptions- 
Employee Witnesses-IAB Interview, section of the casebook. 


Deputy McCarty stated he was working in a two-person patrol car with Deputy 
Rabideaux, who at the time was a two-month newly assigned deputy. He stated that 
over the radio he heard emergent radio traffic regarding a deputy involved in a vehicle 
pursuit of a reckless drunk driver. 


Upon his arrival, along with five other patrol units, he parked on Judy Way, south of the 


Cuesta Drive east/west alley, and west side of the traffic stop. He said as he parked he 
heard approximately 12 gunshots. 
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Deputy McCarty said that he and Deputy Rabideaux exited the patrol car, ran east in 
the alley, and stopped at the northwest corner at the “T” alleyway. He ran to the rear of 
Deputy patrol vehicle and saw Deputies [land Espinosa standing behind 
the open driver's side door. He said Deputy Rabideaux ran toward other deputies on 
the west side. 


Deputy McCarty said he took another position on the passenger's side of the secondary 
vehicle. He then heard several requests for an ARWEN to break out the rear window 
on the suspect’s vehicle. Knowing he had an ARWEN in his trunk, Deputy McCarty 
backed out and ran west to his vehicle which was parked on Judy Way. 


By the time he returned, Deputy McCarty learned that Deputy Rabideaux had obtained 
an ARWEN and had already fired several rounds at the suspect's vehicle. He said he 
stood to the right of Deputy Rabideaux and monitored the passenger's side of the 
suspect vehicle. He said he continued to hear the deputies give commands to the 
suspect. 


Deputy McCarty said peripherally from his left side, he saw Deputies {land 
Espinosa; along with two other deputy personnel approach the suspect vehicle on the 
driver's side. He said he did not see the extraction, but saw Deputies Espinosa 
and another unknown deputy, carry the suspect back toward the patrol cars, but he did 
not recall how the suspect was carried. He said he maintained cover until a Code 4 
went out shortly afterward. Deputy McCarty had no recollection of radio transmissions 
advising of the first shooting and he only heard gunshots upon his arrival. For further, 
refer to Deputy McCarty’s diagram/sketch depicting the traffic stop, presented in 
Volume 2 - Exhibit L. 


Deputy Jeffrey Rabideaux was interviewed after the incident by Homicide Bureau 
Detectives Kevin Lloyd and Frederick Morse. Also present was Sergeant Dinah Grote 
from Internal Affairs Bureau. Precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the digitally 
audio recorded interview located in IAB’s audio files and/or the verbatim transcripts 
presented in Volume 1, under the Transcriptions-Employee Witnesses-Homicide 
Interview section of the IAB casebook. For his complete summarized interview with 
Homicide Bureau investigators, refer to Volume 2 - Exhibit A, pages 44-45. Belowisa 
combined summary of the Homicide and IAB interviews. 


On December 13, 2012, at approximately 1250 hours, Deputy Jeffrey Rabideaux was 
interviewed by IAB Sergeant Dinah Grote at the Internal Affairs office. Deputy 
Rabideaux was represented by Attorney Erika Gurrola from Green & Shinee. Precise 
wording may be obtained by reviewing the digitally audio recorded interview located in 
IAB’s audio files, and/or the verbatim transcripts presented in Volume 1, under the 
Transcriptions-Employee Witnesses-IAB Interview, section of the casebook. 
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Deputy Rabideaux stated he was working in a two-person marked patrol vehicle with 
Deputy McCarty and at the time of this incident was he was a newly assigned to 
Lakewood Station for approximately two months. He said Deputy McCarty was the 
driver and he was the book-person. He said he heard an assistance request being 
broadcasted over the radio by Deputy {ii egarding a vehicle pursuit of a reckless 
drunk driver. 


En route, he heard a radio broadcast that a deputy was involved in a shooting. He said 
with the assistance from an air unit, they were directed into the area of the traffic stop. 


Deputy Rabideaux said Deputy McCarty parked their patrol vehicle south bound in the 
alley behind two other parked patrol vehicles located on the west side. As he opened 
his door, he heard two to ten gunshots. Deputy McCarty then directed him to retrieve 
their shotgun. 


IAB NOTE: In Deputy McCarty’s interview, he stated he parked their 
assigned patrol vehicle facing south on Judy Way, south of the east/west 
alley. Also, the third vehicle parked behind Deputy Loney's was identified 
as #1248, which was logged onto by Deputy 


Deputy Rabideaux stated that as he approached the traffic stop, he saw several 
deputies positioned between the primary patrol vehicle and the second prj trol 
vehicle, which was parked west of the primary vehicle. He heard Deputy 1 crinc 
commands to the suspect to show his hands. 


Deputy Rabideaux said Deputy McCarty went to the right side of the secondary primary 
vehicle and he took a position behind the opened front passenger's side armed with his 
shotgun. He said he lost sight of Deputy McCarty while he was covering the suspect 
vehicle. He heard someone request an ARWEN be deployed to break out the suspect's 
window to facilitate the introduction of a pepper ball into the cab of the truck. 


Deputy Rabideaux saw an unknown male deputy (Richardson) next to him holding an 
ARWEN, so he advised the deputy he was familiar with the ARWEN and had previously 
shot one. He said he exchanged his shotgun for the ARWEN and checked to make 
sure the ARWEN was loaded. He was directed by someone unknown to shoot out the 
rear truck window so that pepper balls could be deployed. After verifying it was loaded, 
he heard a command for everyone to hold their fire and that the ARWEN was being 
deployed. 


Deputy Rabideaux then yelled out “ARWEN” three times. He said the first two rounds 
missed the window. The third round struck the truck under the window and the fourth 
round pierced the rear passenger's side window. He stated his backdrop to firing the 
ARWEN was a garage door on the east side of the alley.

After firing the four rounds, Deputy Rabideaux said he heard an arrest team was being 
formed and he heard deputies still giving commands to the suspect to show his hands. 
He said the suspect would momentarily comply with the commands and then withdraw 
his hands. He said he continued to provide cover from the passenger's side door of the 
secondary patrol vehicle. The arrest team, which consisted of Deputy [and two 
other unknown deputies, approached the suspect's truck from the driver's side. 


Deputy Rabideaux said from his position, he could not see the deputies’ faces. He said 
the truck door was opened, they (unknown deputies) reached into the vehicle and 
removed the suspect and placed him on the ground outside the truck door, out of his 
view. Approximately 20-30 seconds later and peripherally, he saw the deputies walk 
the suspect back behind the patrol vehicles as he continued to maintain cover on the 
suspect vehicle. He said the vehicle was cleared for additional suspects and a Code 4 
was advised. 


Deputy Rabideaux said he then started a major incident log and documented the arrival 
of Fire Department person ho arrived with mi uty Rabideaux stated he 

ined with the ARWEN n He said ee o 
Haiii- was re-familiarized with the ARWEN weapon, which included firing a round.

On December 19, 2012, at approximately 1110 hours, Deputy 

was interviewed by IAB Sergeant Dinah Grote at the Internal Affairs office. He was 
represented by Attorney Erika Gurrola from Green & Shinee. Below is a summary of 
the interview. Precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the digitally audio 
recorded interview located in IAB's audio files, and/or the verbatim transcripts presented 
in Volume 1, under the Transcriptions-Employee Witnesses-IAB Interview, section 
of the casebook. 


Deputy HE stated that he was working as a one-person unit in marked patrol car. 
He said that Detective Rudd was also in a one-person unit and that they both 
responded in tandem to an assistance request by a deputy who was in pursuit of a 
drunk driver. 


Deputy EEE said the pursuit terminated in an alley and that they continued to 
respond when he heard radio transmissions that a deputy involved shooting had 
occurred. When he arrived, he turned south bound into the alley and parked on the 
west side behind a marked Cerritos patrol unit and he was unsure if he led or followed 
Detective Rudd into the alley. Deputy Hs 2ic he parked his vehicle and was 
exiting when he heard approximately 10-15 gunshots. Not knowing who was shooting 
or what direction the rounds were being fired, he moved to his vehicle's rear bumper 
and took cover. 
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After the gunfire stopped, Deputy | og moved southwest along the garages taking 
cover in an alcove area adjacent to the condominiums. He said Detective Rudd was the 
alcove and told [to holster his weapon and he saw Sergeant Fleischmann run to 
the alcove behind him. He said Deputy Stamper then arrived in the alcove area. 


Deputy saw Deputy standing behind the opened driver's door of his 
vehicle, which was parked on the east side of the alley behind the suspect's vehicle, a 
pickup truck. He said Deputy Ortiz was standing behind the opened front once ns 


side door of Draper's vehicle. Adjacent, and to the right of Deputy ehicle was 
another marked patrol hind the opened driver's door was a female (Deputy 
Loney), which Deputy said he parked his vehicle behind. He said from his 


vantage point, those were the only deputies he could see.

Deputy Loney's patrol car. In the Crime Scene photographs, it shows 
Deputy IR vehicle was parked behind Detective Rudd's.

Deputy | see Deputy BB yeting out commands for the suspect to place his 
hands out his window and the suspect replied back using profanity and said he was 
disabled.

He said Deputy 
Rabideaux was given an ARWEN and he (Rabideaux) took a position behind the front 
opened passenger's side door. Deputy a. four total rounds were fired at the 
suspect's rear window, but only two hit the window causing two holes.

On December 20, 2012, at approximately 1300 hours, Deputy Jonathan Byrne was 
interviewed by IAB Sergeant Dinah Grote at the Internal Affairs office. He was 
represented by Attorney Erika Gurrola from Green & Shinee. Below is a summary of 
the interview. Precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the digitally audio 
recorded interview located in IAB's audio files, and/or the verbatim transcripts presented 
in Volume 1, under the Transcriptions-Employee Witnesses-IAB Interview, section 
of the casebook. 
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Deputy Byrne stated he was responded with his civilian ride-along to radio 
transmissions of a deputy involved in a vehicle pursuit of a reckless drunk driver. As he 
headed toward the pursuit location, he heard transmissions that the deputy was 
detaining the suspect at gunpoint and then that a deputy involved shooting occurred. 


When Deputy Byrne arrived into the neighborhood, he heard a second radio 
transmission of a deputy involved shooting, but he did not hear gunshots. He said he 
turned east into the alley from Judy Way. He said he parked west of the north/south 
alley behind the condominium building to keep his ride-along out of harm's way and 
advised the civilian to stay in his locked vehicle. 


Deputy Byrne exited his vehicle and ran southwest along the garages and took cover 
behind the wall of an alcove. As he ran, he saw two parked south facing patrol cars on 
the east side of the alley. He said the suspect's vehicle was parked in front of the patrol 
cars. 


In the alcove, Deputy Byrne saw another four to five deputies standing behind the wall. 
He remained behind in the alcove and did not see the ARWEN being deployed or see 
deputies extract the suspect from his vehicle. He said the suspect was carried back 
behind the patrol vehicles, but he did not recall who carried the suspect or how the 
suspect was carried. He said he came out from behind the alcove and saw the suspect 
was handcuffed and laying on the ground. 


Deputy Byrne provided security of the suspect at the while he was being treated for his 
injuries.

On December 19, 2012, at approximately 1020 hours, Deputy Sean Stamper was 
interviewed by IAB Sergeant Dinah Grote at the Internal Affairs office. He was 
represented by Attorney Erika Gurrola from Green & Shinee. Precise wording may be 
obtained by reviewing the digitally audio recorded interview located in IAB’s audio files, 
and/or the verbatim transcripts presented in Volume 1, under the Transcriptions- 
Employee Witnesses-IAB Interview, section of the casebook. 
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Deputy Stamper heard a radio broadcast of a deputy involved in the pursuit of a 
reckless drunk driver and he began driving toward the pursuit along with other patrol 
units. At the terminus of the pursuit, he heard a female voice say over the radio that a 
deputy involved shooting had occurred. 


Deputy Stamper drove east into the condominium complex alley from Judy Way. He 
said he parked his patrol vehicle in the middle of the east/west and north/south “T” 
alleyways to block all alley traffic. As he exited his car, he heard approximately five to 
ten gunshots. Not knowing who was shooting, he took cover behind a civilian vehicle, 
which was parked on the northeast side of the north/south alley. Looking south toward 
the traffic stop, he saw smoke in the air. 


IAB NOTE: In the Crime Scene photographs, it shows Deputy Stamper’s 
patrol vehicle was parked east of the north/south alley. For further, refer 
to photographs depicting positioning of the patrol vehicles, presented in 
Volume 2 - Exhibit R. 


After the shooting stopped, he heard Deputy EB clin out commands for the 
suspect to show his hands and he saw the suspect hands move in and out of the 
driver's window. After approximately two minutes, Deputy Stamper moved to the south 
west side of the alley and took cover in an alcove. He recalled Detective Rudd being 
present and several other deputies. 


Deputy Stamper continually heard Deputy EE iino out orders to the suspect to 
show his hands and he recalled seeing Sergeant Fleischmann near in the area of the 
primary and secondary patrol vehicles, then move to the driver's side of the primary 
patrol car. 


From behind the alcove, Deputy Stamper heard someone request an ARWEN. He then 
looked and saw a deputy with the ARWEN get behind an opened unknown car door and 
fire several shots at the back of the suspect’s truck. He said moments later, an arrest 
team was formed. He saw Deputies Ortiz and vith one to two other unknown 
deputies approach the suspect's vehicle along the driver's side. 


Deputy Stamper stated the deputies carried the suspect back toward the radio cars and 
placed him on the ground. He did not recall who carried the suspect or how the suspect 
was carried. The suspect as then rendered first aid pending the arrival of the Fire 
Department. For further, refer to Deputy Stamper’s diagram/sketch depicting the traffic 
stop, presented in Volume 2 - Exhibit P. 
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Deputy Donald Navarrette was interviewed after the incident by Homicide Bureau 
Detectives Luis Nunez and Richard Tomlin. Precise wording may be obtained by 
reviewing the digitally audio recorded interview located in IAB’s audio files and/or the 
verbatim transcripts presented in Volume 1, under the Transcriptions-Employee 
Witnesses-Homicide Interview section of the IAB casebook. For his complete 
summarized interview with Homicide Bureau investigators, refer to Volume 2 - Exhibit 
A, pages 66-67. 


Deputy Navarrette stated he was inside Cerritos Sheriff's Station when he heard radio 
transmissions that a Lakewood unit was in pursuit of a drunk driver. He said he went to 
patrol car and responded toward the pursuit. He said when he reached Artesia and 
Norwalk Boulevards and heard a radio transmission advising that a deputy had been 
involved in a shooting. 


Deputy Navarrette said a Sheriff's airship directed him and several other patrol units into 
an east/west alley off of Judy Way, then to a north/south alley where he saw flashing 
overhead lights of the patrol cars and a pickup truck illuminated. He heard a deputy 
yelling, “Put your hands out the window.” 


Deputy Navarrette parked on the east side of the alley behind one or two other patrol 
cars and heard someone request a shotgun. Deputy Navarrette grabbed his shotgun 
and exited his patrol car and placed a round in it. Simultaneously, he heard several 
gunshots. He looked up and saw rounds were being fired at the suspect's vehicle. He 
did not see who was shooting, but saw the rounds were directed at the suspect's 
vehicle. 


When ti ing stopped, Deputy Navarrette made his way over to the driver's side of 
bon ll cle which was parked behind the suspect's vehicle. He said 
deputies yelled commands to the suspect to show his hands. Deputy Navarrette said 
the suspect refused to completely comply as he would show one hand then pull it back 
into the truck. 


Deputy Navarrette said that after several minutes of commands being yelled to the 
suspect, a plan was formulated to deploy the ARWEN in an attempt to break out the 
back windshield. He said after the ARWEN gun was fired, an arrest team approached 
the truck and removed the suspect. Deputy Navarrette said the suspect was brought 
back to an open area behind the patrol cars where he was placed on the ground. He 
said paramedics arrived and treated the suspect. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Navarrette has been off work due to a work related 


injury and was unavailable to participate in an interview. His next doctor's 
appointment is on May 9, 2013.

The below civilian witnesses were identified at the location and interviewed during the 
investigation by Homicide Bureau Investigators Luis Nunez and Richard Tomlin.

Witness D: he lives at the location of the shooting incident. He 
said he was in his living room watching television when he saw red and blue lights 
outside his home. He opened his patio sliding door, which caused his outside lights to 
come on. He heard someone repeatedly say, “Put your hands out of the car!” Although 
he did not see anyone, he believed it was a police officer giving commands. He heard 
another person say, “I can’t. Fuck you, I’m disabled!” ae this verbal 
exchange went on for a few minutes and that he could not see over his six foot wooden 
fence. 


Witness ME visco his Wines M 2 there was police 
activity outside and he went back into his residence. He said they were walking into 


their bedroom and he heard two gunshots. He could hear helicopter overhead and saw 
the helicopter’s spotlights, He then heard several gunshots outside his bedroom 
window. He and Witness hen laid on the floor and covered their heads. 


Witness EEE continued hearing commands being issued said the suspect sounded 
frustrated and defiant. Witness 3: he did not see anyone shoot. After the 
shooting, he said a deputy knocked at his door and requested —. go to the 
Lakewood Sheriff's Station to tell what he saw and heard. For his complete 
summarized statements, refer to the Homicide Bureau case book, presented in Volume 
2- Exhibit A, pages 15, 16, and 62. 


itness tated she lives at the location of the shooting incident with her 
Witness She said she was in her edroom when she 
heard the loud revving of an engine. She asked Witness eee was happening. 
He told her that police were outside with a man. She went to her second bedroom and 
went to the window where she saw police lights and heard someone yelling. She heard 
a voice say, “Put your hands outside the window’ and then someone say, “F-you, l'm 
disabled.” She said this exchange was repeated over and over. 


Witness E out the window and saw the suspect sitting in the driver's seat of 
his truck. She said the deputy kept giving commands and the suspect used profanity 
and said he was disabled while turning to his left as if he were shouting at someone 
behind him (suspect). She said the suspect moved his hands back and forth toward his 
window. 
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Witness Aiii aio she and Witness M eturned to their master bedroom when 
she heard the deputy say something like, “Oh Jesus,” followed by a gunshot, then 
another gunshot. She heard continued yelling, a helicopter, along with sirens and cars 
coming toward her house. She looked out the window and saw at least three deputies 
running toward the rear of her condominium. 


Witness If saia she heard shouting during the entire time and then heard 
approximately eight to ten shots. After a few minutes passed, she said she went to the 
front of her house. She saw deputies and a group of people coming out from their 


houses and assumed the inci ver. She said a deputy later knocked on their 
door and requested ver lly come to the station for an interview.

SUSPECT STATEMENT: 

On February 28, 2012, at 1200 hours, Homicide Detectives Kevin Lloyd and Frederick 
Morse interviewed Suspect Eduardo Armas at the University of California-Irvine Medical 
Center (UCI). Below is a summary of the interview. Precise wording may be obtained 
by reviewing the digitally audio recorded interview located in IAB’s audio files and/or the 
verbatim transcripts located in Volume 1, under the Transcriptions-Suspect section of 
this case book. For his complete summarized interview by Homicide, refer to Volume 2 
- Exhibit A, pages 56-58. 


Suspect Armas stated he had a previous spinal injury which causes his leg to shake at 
times, and he uses a wheelchair when he gets tired. After seven years of sobriety from 
alcohol and the breakup from his girlfriend, he began drinking alcohol again in 
November of 2011. 


Suspect Armas said on the day of the shooting incident, he woke up, went to the 
grocery store and bought beer. He then drank his beer in the parking lot of a restaurant. 
After consuming his beer, he drove to a liquor store in the city of Orange and drank 
vodka and orange juice in the liquor store parking lot at approximately 6 p.m. He also 
admitted to using cocaine one or two days prior. 


He stated he did not know how or why he was driving on the 91 freeway. He did not 
remember being pursued by deputies or being shot at. He remembered stopping the 
truck and attempting to pull out the wheelchair. He denied having a mean disposition 
when he is drunk and stated he generally does not use profanity. 


Suspect Armas said he stores his wheelchair in an upright position with the back of the 
chair against the passenger's seat. He said he usually removes the wheelchair by 
sliding it between him and the steering wheel, placing it outside the driver's door. He 
also walks around to the passenger side and removes the chair via the passenger door.
